JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 15—_ 


Gov. James T. Blair Jr., taking 


over executive control of the | 


state government today, 
nounced at his first press con- 
ference that his policy on veto- 
ing legislation “would be some- 
what different from that of my 
predecessors.” 

“I am going to take a differ- 
ent attitude,” he said. “I am 
not going to veto any bills that 
have been regally passed by the 
Legislature just because I do 
not like them personally.” 

Both former Gov. Phil 
Donnelly and former Gov. 
rest Smith exercised their veto 
powers frequently. 


“I don’t think the Governor | 


should use his veto powers ar- 
bitrarily,” Blair said. “If bills 
are legally passed, I don’t see 
why the Governor should ob- 
ject. 


“The legislature is an individ- 
ual branch of the state govern- 
ment and legislators are usually 
closer to the people than the 
Governor and should have the 
public interest at their finger- 
tips.” 

He said, however, that if any 
biils come before him that over- 
ride well-established public pol- 


icy and are “in my judgment” 
not in the public interest, they 
will be vetoed.

ment on his last day as Gover- 
nor, as retiring Senator Price 
Daniel prepared to take the oath 
of office as Governor. 


There was no immediate word 


on how Blakley, who is also an | 
accountant and rancher, would 
vote in the United State Senate. 
The Governor’s written § an- 
nouncement said Blakley was 
a supporter of President Eisen- 
hower and also a supporter of 
Senator Daniel and Senator 
Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas, 
the Senate Democratic leader, 
but that he has not been po- 
litically active. 

In Washington, Johnson said 
the appointment of Blakley did 
not threaten Democratic con- | 
trol of the Senate. 

Johnson told reporters that 
“of course” Blakley will “vote 
with the Democrats to continue 
the Democratic organization of 
the Senate.” 

Johnson confirmed Shivers’s 
statement that Blakley has been 


one of the Johnson's support-. 


ers. 

The Dallas Times Herald said 
it understood Blakley would sit

With Mental Prob- 
lems Is Aim—Doctors 


Reorientated. 


STUTTGART, Germany; Jan 
15 (AP)—The United States 
Army estimates that nearly 50 
per cent of America’s soldiers 
who go on sick call need some 
kind of psychiatric treatment. 

The United. States. Seventh 
Army in Germany has launched 
a program aimed at averting 
_ emotional crackups. 
| “In the past,” said Col. R. H. 
-Bunshaw, Seventh Army sur- 

geon, “all the emphasis went 

toward weeding out potential 
undesirables. 

“All that is changed now. We 
are working to rehabilitate these 
people by helping them over 
their mental problems and turn- 
ing them into better soldiers 
We are trying to salvage these 
people.” 

Bunshaw' cautioned 
any idea that mental ailments 
are rampant among United 
States troops in Germany. 

600,000 Man-Hours Lost. 

“These boys are better bal- 

anced emotionally than any 
wartime troops and they're in 
better condition than most 
training units,” he said. But, 
600,000 man-hours were lost 
through hospitalization for psy- 
chiatric disorders last year. 

One of the chief difficulties 
is that many doctors are more 
interested in dealing with phys- 
ical than emotional problems. 

“We have had to reorientate 
our doctors,” Bunshaw said. 

The key man is the unit med- 
ic, whose job it is to spot emo- 
tional problems. The company 
commander who detects a boy 
who needs help also is asked to 
notify the doctors. Chaplains 
are asked to pass along reports. 

One man who isn’t asked is 
the G.I. himself. The Army does 
not invite gold bricking. 

Shortage of Psychiatrists. 

Bunshaw said he would like 
to have more trained psychia- 
trists, but there is a shortage 
everywhere. Each of the five 
divisions composing the 
Seventh Army has one trained 
psychiatrist. 

Among the 20 per cent or so 
of the Seventh Army’s soldiers 
who need some kind of mental 
help at one time or another are 
the unmarried men between 18 
and 20 who never before have 
been away from home. This is 
the largest group 

Alcoholism, Bunshaw said. {s 
less prevalent among Seventh 
Army soldiers than among ci- 
vilians of a like age. 

The new emphasis on psychl- 
atric help has cut down on the 
number of “G.I. incidents” — 
cases in which soldiers have 
molested German citizens 

The Seventh Army says the 
number of courts-martial also 
has been going down, Bunshaw 
believes the emphasis on psychi- 
atric help is at least partially

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EGYPTIANS ASSAIL 
EISENHOWER POLICY 


Good Feeling Toward U.S. 
Ends With Press Attacks 
on President. 


— - 


CAIRO, Jan. 15 (AP)—Egyp- 
tian newspapers attacked Presi- 
dent Eisenhower yesterday over 
his new Middle East doctrine. 

The Egyptian - American 
honeymoon of the last two and 
one half months appears to 
have ended. 

Egyptian newspapers suddenly 
have concluded the United 
States is an enemy of Egypt and 
the Eisenhower policy is fun- 
damentally hostile to the Nasser 
Ze ine. 

In cartoons, the American 
President got more adverse at- 
tention than such routine tar- | 
gets as Sir Anthony Eden and 
Israeli Premier David Ben- 
Gurion. 

Egyptions were jolted when 
the United States refused to 
release $40,000,000 in Egyptian 
frozen funds, let alone grant 
Egypt economic aid. | 

The newspaper Al Shaab said 
Egypt can do without United 
States economic aid. Comment- 
ing in an editorial on state- 
ments by Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles that Egypt's 
economic condition was bad as 
a result of the Suez crisis, Al 
Shaab said Dulles repeatedly 
had been “deceived by inaccu- 


rate reports” of Egypt's eco- 
nomic condition. | 
The Egyptians believe the 


United States is trying to 1iso- 
late Egypt from its neighbors 
and using President Eisen- 
hower’s powers to make deals 
with Lebanon, Saudi Arabia, 
Libya, Jordan and Israel, but 
not Egypt. 

President Gamal Abdel Nas- 
ser has dropped hints that he 
would like to visit the United 
States. Instead, King Saud of 
Saudi Arabia and Crown Prince | 
Abdul Allah of Iraq are invited. | 
Lebanon’s Foreign Minister 
Charles Malik also has headed 
to Washington, reportedly to 
seek American aid. 

In the diplomatic field, talks 
between Egypt and Jordan on 
Arab financial aid to Jordan to 
replace the _ British subsidy 
ended yesterday. There was no 
official announcement of the 
outcome. Jordan’s representa- 
tives are to have talks later with 
Saudi Arabian and Syrian offi- 
cials.

It was announced in the midst | 
of Dulles’s appearance before the |

mittee Jan. 7 that James P. 
Richards of South Carolina, 
chairman of the committee un- 
til his retirement from Con- 
gres@earlier this month, had 
been appointed by Mr. Eisen- 
hower as special assistant and 
adviser on Middle East prob- 
lems. Dulles had said previous- 
ly that Richards would head a 
survey team to be dispatched to 
the area. 


A Six-Week Mission. 

Answering questions, Dulles 
said he would like to see the 
Richards commission leave | 
Washington by Feb. 1. that it! 
would take six weeks to do the 
job, and that its purpose would 
be to review the military and 
economic problems of the re- 
gion as they had been altered 
by the events of the last two 
months. 

Continuing to reply, Dulles

Some action of Britain or 
America has ranged our friends 
alongside our enemies.

Difficult Answer. 

The easiest question in the 
world to ask about these 10 
problems is “Why doesn't the 
United Nations solve them?” 
The answer is not so easy. 

The United Nations is not a 
super-government, with sov- 
ereign power and superior force. 
It is several buildings,- along 
the East river at Forty-second 
street, in New York, which pro- 
vide a convenient meeting 
place for delegates from 80 na- 
It is a secretariat which 
furnishes the same delegates 
with a great deal of paper-work 
help. 

But it is up to the delegates 
—and more particularly to the 
nations they represent—to do 
whatever is done about the 
great world problems being de- 
bated at the United Nations. 

What the delegates—and their 


governments—do is, of course, 
the result of a highly complex 
interplay of forces. Decision 
for the final action, or inaction, 
lies in the realm of world poli- 
tics 

World politics is different 
from county court-house poli- 
tics on Main street, U.S.A. — 
and a lot rougher. 

In addition to the world 


politics played by diplomats at 


'the United Nations, there is a 


diplomatic set-up in every major 
world capital, where each na- 
tion sends its ambassadors or

I was fortunate te be in London 
early last summer and was able to 
obtain data from the London Com- 
mittee of Licensed Teachers of 
Anatomy on the source of the bod- 
ies for the Lcndon schools. While 
they are not ~“eeceiving enough to 
fulfill their te ching requirements, 
of the numb they did receive 
exactly one-ha{ were by way of 
bequeathment and this source had 
dovbled over the previous year. 

The time is ripe for this subject 
to be communicated to the citizens 
of Missouri. An enlightened public 
can do much to foster and maintain 
the high caliber of our medical cen- 
ters and the medical schools. They 
can do much to keep these centers 
amongst the best in the country and 
to help them plan with future re- 
quirements in mind.

Away From the Abyss 


The first thing to do with the United States’ 
new disarmament proposal at the U.N. is to 
greet it hopefully. Here is a set of specific 
recommendations concerning the future of 
atomic and other weapons — recommendations 
that provide the basis for earnest negotiations. 

As presented by our Chief Delegate, Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr., the plan invites an interna- 
tional agreement under which all production of 
fissionable materials would be stockpiled ex- 
clusively for non-weapons uses. This stockpiling 
would be open to international inspection to as- 
sure the participants that all parties to the 
agreement were acting in good faith. 

The stockpiling, if carried out on this ade 
quately protected basis, would be followed by the 
limiting of nuclear test explosions and this lim- 
iting in turn would be followed by prohibition 
of such tests. Until such time as a safeguarded 
plan could bé worked out, the United States 
would agree to negotiate a system for advance 
notice of tests and limited’ international obser- 
vation of such tests meantime. 

Another major recommendation in the United 
States plan is that the armed forces of this 
country and those of the Soviet Union be limited 
to two and a half million men each and those 
of France and Britain to three-quarters of a mil- 
lion each. This limitation of defense forces 
would be conditioned on a progressive estab- 
lishment of international inspection, 

Here the United States proposal adopts ideas 
from both President Eisenhower and Premier 
Bulganin. It calls for aerial inspection, such as 
Mr. Eisenhower envisioned in his notable ad- 
dress at Geneva in 1955. It also favors ground 
inspection at key points as the-Soviet leader has 
called for. 

The good faith of the United States is demon- 
strated in the recommendation that an inter- 
national inspection and control system be set 
up and progressively extended as the means for 
preventing surprise attacks. Here the idea would 
be to make a modest start promptly with an 
international agency and enlarge this as progress 
allowed. 

One recommendation looks especially to the 
future and yet its application is perhaps not so 
far distant. This is the proposal that there be 
an agreement of the nations to limit to peaceful 
ends the dewelopment of earth satellites and 
space platforms. Here, too, a start can be made. 

Taken as a group these recommendations go 
beyond any disarmament proposal made previ- 
ously by the Eisenhower Administration. But 
they are not so far advanced as to make nego- 
tiations out of the question. 

Peace advocates from India have long pro- 
posed step by step edging away from the abyss 
to which an arms race would inevitably lead. 
Let it be hoped that Moscow will see the possi- 
bilities for an assured peace in this plan, mod- 
estly started, carefully enlarged and adequately 
safeguarded at all times. 
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Finale Off-Camera 

It is not quite fair to remember Humphrey 
Bogart solely as the “tough guy” of motion pic- 
tures, though he was often that. He made his de- 
but in 1936 when as Duke Mantee he terrorized 
the inhabitants of a roadside tavern in “The 
Petrified Forest.” After that he stalked victims 
in many minor roles, then stalked spies in “The 
Maltese Falcon” and even stalked gold in “The 
Treasure of the Sierra Madre.” 

But anybody who saw Mr. Bogart as the 
broken Captain Queeg in “The Caine Mutiny” 
knew he could do much more than stalk, though 
he’ later took to stalking heroines. A few years 
ago “Bogie” (an apt nickname for the earlier 
hero) named the ten “best” “bad” men of a 
decade, starting with Charles Laughton, Sydney 
Greenstreet, Claude Rains and Peter Lorre. 
Modesty, he said, prevented him from naming 
himself. “Times have changed,” he added. “Now 
I chase 'em—romiantically, that is.” So he did. 
in “The African Queen,” for which he won an 
Oscar. , 

Where the actor was toughest was in refusing 
to admit that cancer would defeat him. In that 
respect, perhaps, Humphrey Bogart gave the 
best, and certainly the most courageous, per- 
formance of all. 
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Hopeful Inaugural 

Missouri has given Gov. James T. Blair Jr. a 
warm welcome despite the cold weather, and 
the colorful inaugural ceremonies, with the 
bands and flashy special colonels, suggest the 
hope which the state places in its new admin- 
istration. 

Gov. Blair himself reflected this mood in his 
words to members of the Legislature in which 
he served and from which he now expects co- 
operation. ‘I can find no room for great dis- 
agreements,” he said. With Democratic majori- 
ties behind him in both houses, he promised 
never to claim “unfair advantage for myself or 
for my party.” 

Putting specific recommendations aside for 
his biennial address, the new Governor did offer 
some sound advice for a state which must meas- 
ure many new needs against its ability to pay: 
“Let us not levy any new tax until we have re- 
studied all the old.” As the Governor noted, 
the Legislature already has proposed a review 
of the whole tax structure and much legislation 
which he had intended to recommend. 

During his campaign for office, and in the 
certainty of winning it, Gov. Blair sometimes 
seemed to generalize a good deal about his 
plans. Now he offers Missouri a pragmatic ap- 
proach, employing legislative study and his own 
long experience to develop precise progrants. If 
his later messages follow the tone of his recent 
proposal for better budgeting, which was both 
clear and sensible, the state will never doubt 
where Gov. Blair is leading. 
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Error Reaffirmed 

By a 6-1 vote the Missouri Supreme Court 
has refused to rehear its decision against per- 
mitting the Board "of Freeholders to write a 
Charter that takes control of the city’s ‘‘county” 
level of government, 

Both in the original and in the brief opinion 
overruling the rehearing request, the Court de- 
yoted considerable. space to discussing what 
feally is a side issue: control of the St. Louis 
Police Department. Although the Freeholders 
themselves had made clear they had no inten- 
tion of meddling with the existing state control 
of this agency, the Court held in effect that if 
the Freeholders touched the county offices 
they would have to take over the police. 

This is indeed a curious doctrine. In discuss- 
ing special county charters, the Constitution 
clearly states that such “charter may provide 
for the vesting and exercise of power pertaining 
to public health, police and traffic.” Also, it 
may not, as the Freeholders said was their 
intention. 

Moreover, as was plainly pointed out by 
Judge Clem F. Storckman in his dissent, ‘“Char- 
ter counties can exercise this municipal function 
only in the area of the county outside of in- 
corporated cities and there ‘is no such area in

as 


St. Louis.” However, the decision is the law of 
the state and St. Louisans will have to live with 
it until they can change the Constitution. That 
may appear to be a difficul{, undertaking, but 
it will have to be attempted. 
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Thoroughly Sound Defense Move 

Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor and Secretary of the 
Army Wilber Brucker deserve a salute and a 
“well done” on their decision that National 
Guard recruits must take six months of active 
duty training. It is difficult to see how Gen. 
Taylor, as Chief of Staff, could have done any- 
thing else but overrule the nonconcurring view 
of the Army Department’s National Guard 
Bureau. 

The six-month training program has been 
compulsory for the Army Reserve recrwits for 
more than a year. It has worked well fer those 
Reservists who have taken it. They have re- 
turned to their Reserve units with both their 
basic training and their training in a military 
specialty. Their units then have men, who, while 
far from being completely trained soldiers, are 
at least ready assets. To such men, the weekly 
drills and the two weeks of summer camp offer 
opportunities for refresher training and also 
advanced training. 

As it has been, and will be until April 1, the 
Guard recruit, knowing nothing of military life, 
has a hard time getting his feet on the ground 
with just two-hour training sessions held only 
once a week. But many recruits have chosen the 
Guard over the Reserves because the Guard 
held out a big attraction in not requiring a com- 
pulsory six months of duty. 

It is true, as the Guard advocates charge, 
that the Reserve obtained only about 40,000 six- 
month recruits in a year whereas it had set 
its sights for.at least 100,000. But that does 
not prove that the six-month plan is ineffective. 
If anything it merely proves that a lot of the 
nation’s youth sought the easy way out through 
joining the Guard with no six-months require- 
ment or through simply waiting and hoping 
they would never be drafted. 

Gen, Taylor and Secretary Brucker are going 
to need the support of Secretary of Defense 
Wilson, of Congress and of President Eisen- 
hower in holding the ground they have as- 
sumed. Already they are under attack from one 
of the most powerful lobbies ih the country— 
the National Guard Association, which speaks 
for the 405,000 members of the Guard and has 
connections in every state. The NGA says the 
Pentagon action will “be taken to Congress 
where the matter will be settled.” 

Politicking and other forms of lobby pressure 
should not be allowed to make any headway 
against a purely military matter that has been 
as well thought out as this new ruling by the 
nation’s able Army Chief of Staff. 
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Making Trouble in Poland 

News 0° anti-Semitic outbreaks in Poland is 
cisturbing not only because of the inherent evil 
of racism, but also because, in this case, it 
probably is a device for embarrassing the Go- 
mulka regime, which has troubles enough try- 
ing to manage the country independently of 
Moscow. 

From the very outbreak of the October re- 
volt against Soviet domination, it has been sug- 
gested that Moscow would be anything but un- 
happy if a Polish nationalist like Gomulka got 
into trouble. Some of the old-line Polish Com- 
munists also may be less than eager for the 
success of an independent government. With 


~them, this could be a matter of political be- 


lief, or a more venal desire for power after the 
failure of a Gomulka. 

Since there is latent anti-Semitism in Po- 
land—as, unhappily, there is in too many other 
countries—it can be and apparently is being ex- 
ploited. There have been, for example, demands 
fpr the expulsion of Jewish students from the 
Polish universities. There also have been dem- 
onstrations in public places. True, only a 
hancful of firebrands have been involved, but 
there is danger of conflagration. 

Poland's pro-Gomulka press, which even be- 
fore the October rising showed a degree of ob- 
jectivity and fairness unprecedented in Com- 
munist publications, is issuing stern warnings 
against the new “symptoms of disorder and an- 
archy.” It is calling for genuine national unity 
and impressive support for the government in 
the parliamentary elections, not only for the 
sake of internal order, but also as a demon- 
stration which will command the approval and 
aid of the non-Communist world. 

The advice is sound. But the new Polish re- 
gime must cope with an element which would 
like nothing better than a reversion to the old 
Stalinist order. And without a doubt this mi- 
nority is unscrupulous. 
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A Judge With Open Eyes 

The American judiciary could hardly afford 
to lose Judge Jerome N. Frank of the United 
States Court of Appeals at New York, dead in 
New Haven of a heart attack. And the American 
people can ill afford the relative reluctance to 
follow his many suggestions for making a reality 
of “equal justice before the law.” 

Although an appellate judge and law teacher 
—so to speak, in the law’s “ivory tower’— 
Judge Frank insisted on the transcendent im- 
portance of the trial court in which the facts of 
a case are determined. He deplored the almost 
exclusive concern of the higher courts with how 
the rules of law were applied by the trial judge, 
and their rare interest in the correctness of the 
factual findings. 

He was worried about the “legal gambling” 
which may stem from ‘the Anglo-American 
“sport theory of jurisprudence” which pits law- 
yers against each other, and may make the client 
the victim of his lawyer’s mistakes. He accepted 
this approach, but also urged that the court have 
independent means for getting facts. 

Naturally, he was concerned about possible 
abuses of juries, about the stratagems which 
lawyers employ, about the harassment of wit- 
nesses, the effect of bias or politics on”a judge, 
the high cost of litigation and other considera- 
tions which have brought on a cynical view of 
the law. 

Judge Frank attributed many of these short- 
comings to the overly bookish Langdell-Harvard 
“case book” method of teaching adopted by so 
many schools. This acquainted students merely 
with a series of court decisions, he said, and 
left them in ignorance about nine-tenths of their 
profession. 

Judge Frank was not a muckraker of the law, 
but agreed with Justice Holmes that “one may 
criticize what one reveres.” He sought improve- 
ment, and not altogether in vain. He was on the 
University of Chicago alumni committee which 
paved the way for the modernization of that 
institution under Robert M. Hutchins. He also 
Saw judges make more frequent use of the “dis- 
covery” procedure for the sake of more perfect 
justice. Judge Frank was an active man. He 
was one of Franklin D. Roosevelt's “brain 
trusters.”

The Council of Europe decided that 
if Europe were to be united Europeans 
would have to be made more conscious 
of what they have in common. - So last 
spring there assembled at Strasbourg a 
group which had as chairman the Swiss 
writer Denis de Rougemont, a leading 
propagandist of the European idea for 
a number of years. 

I was asked to be rapporteur-general 
of this group: since our business was 
to compose a report in the form of a 
book to be pub- 
lished in as many 
as possible of the 
languages of ‘the 
member states.

Countries in Isolation 


What I call the rape of Europe 
is the attempt to capture the idea for 
one or other particular interest. 

Spain was for much of the Middle 
Ages part of the Islamic world. In that 
period it was hardly itself a part of Eu- 
rope in the full sense. 

The Tartar conquests effectively iso- 
lated Russia from the West for several 
centuries; and it was not really until the 
time of Peter the Great that Russia be- 
gan that movement towards Europe 
which has been the burden of all her 
history since then. 

But some people who think that the 
practical purpose of European integra- 
tion is defense against Communism 
want to write Russia off altogether, and 
argue that it is not and never has 
been—cannot be—a European country. 
Though if one accepts the view that all 
Communist countries are out now, it is 
difficult to believe that Prague or 
Dresden is not a European city. 


America as an Enemy? 


Toynbee and his followers exclude 
from European history both Byzantium 
and Russia. And for the twentieth 
century, Communism is left out along 
with Russia. 

So what some people mean by sceing 
Europe as a unity is giving permanence 
to a division in Europe which we must 
all hope is temporary: and we know 
from events that many of those behind 
the Iron Curtain have the same hope. 

When one talks of European unity 
with some of its advocates it appears 
that, next only to anti-Communist and 
hence anti-Russian sentiments, they 
harbor a real conviction that there is 
another enemy: the United States. 

If they regard Communism as a 
menace, they cannot well argue against 
accepting American aid to meet it. But 
they certainly feel that, for this politi- 
cal advantage, Europe is paying a high 
price in what they call Americaniza- 
tion. This is a staple argument of the 
Communists themselves. 

Many Europeans find this hostility to 
American culture enormously hard to 
understand. We have disagreements 


weg 


with ‘the Americans on many cultural 
issues—we may, for instance, disapprove 
of much that they do in the field of ed- 
ucation, or of the importance they seem 
to attach to social conformity as a social 
virtue—but we feel that these are mat- 
ters which we ourselves have to con- 
front at home, which are really part of 
something we both have to learn to live 
with: modern industrial society. 

As an angry economist colleague of 
mine blurted out at one of the meet- 
ings, at one example of such inteliect- 
ual arrogance, if Europeans have fewer 
washing-machines or television sets it 
is not because their women prefer the 
sink or because their families have 
higher cultural ambitions, but simply 
because by and large Europeans are 
poorer than Americans. of 


Products of Nationalism 


While the countries of Europe look 
outwards ey do so in different di- 
rections: the British in India; the 
Dutch in the Far East; the French 
in Canada and North Africa; the Span- 
iards in South America; the Rus- 
sians in Central Asia. All this must 
surely affect how these peoples behave 
as Europeans, and an interpretation of 
European civilization that is not to do 
violence to the truth must take these 
external factors into account. 

Many of the advocates of the Euro- 
pean idea honestly believe that the real 
impediment to the unity they seek is 
the nation, which they regard as some- 
thing entirely negative. This again is 
a view that the historian of European 
culture finds hard to accept. 

Much of the enrichment of European 
culture since the Renaissance has been 
owing precisely to the development of 
clearly identifiable national groups. 

It is the nation that has provided the 
framework, and the national language 
that has provided the medium, for the 
great achievements in law and in the 
sciences and in literature.

Understanding at the Least 


For a people who look at things this 
way, the nations did not so much des- 
troy some pre-existing medieval unity 
as enable men to break away from the 
narrowness of parochialism and region- 
alism, which Were their real lot in 
earlier times. 

I do not think this means that we 
have to accept the nation-state as the 
last word in political organization, and 
1 egytainly do not mean to imply that 
the interaction of the nations upon 
each other has not been one of the 
most fruitful aspects of Europe’s cul- 
tural history. 

It would be absurd to pretend that an. 
intellectual synthesis, a sort of distilled 
essence of Europe, exists or ought to 
exist. But we might be able to get rid 
of some of the misunderstandings and

Han Suyin, who set readers and 
movie-goers dreaming with her story 
of her own Hong Kong love in “A 
Many Splendored Thing,” here writes 
an impressionistic novel of Singapore 
and its environs.

The present craze for historical 
novels is turning over the bones of our 
ancestors at a rapid rate.

66 W: HAVE twins, and from the first treated them 
exactly alike. They had the same clothes, the

FBI Couldn't Act Unless They Violated Federal Law; Killer of First Murdered Agent Caught

ANGSTERS shot and bribed 
(| their way, into places of 

power in the Roaring Twen- 
ties and the FBI was virtually 
powerless to deal with such 
hoodlums as Alphonse ‘“Scar- 
face” Capone, overlord of Chi- 
cago’s underworld. 

These~ were the years in 
which the gangsters created 
their own invisible empires 
through unholy alliances with 
crooked politicians, crooked 
lawyers, crooked doctors and 
crooked police. The gangsters’ 
revenues from bootleg whisky, 
beer, alcohol, robberies, prosti- 
tution, gambling, narcotics and 
protection rackets ran to un- 
counted hundreds of millions 
of dollars. 

Curiously, the FBI was pow- 
erless to move against these 
underworld empires unless and 
until the gangs violated a fed- 
eral law, such as the Anti-trust 
Act, which forbids restraint of 
interstate commerce. 

Capone was virtually un- 
touchable for years. But fi- 
nally the FBI produced the evi- 
dence that got him a contempt 
of court charge when he failed 


to appear as a witness in a 
prohibition case in Chicago. 
While he was serving six 


months in jail he was charged 
with income tax evasion. The 
one-time bawdyhouse’ errand 
boy couldn't beat this rap. He 
was sent to prison for 10 years. 

The reason for the rise of 
gangsterism in the 1920s is still 
disputed—but there is no dis- 
pute that its beginning coin- 
cided with the nation’s letdown 
after the war and with the 
arrival of national. Prohibition. 

Millions of Americans didn't 
want Prohibition, and the boot- 
legger stepped in to supply the 
demand for spirits. 

With their huge treasuries, 
the gangsters corrupted city of- 
ficials, police and federal 
agents. A $44-a-week Prohibi- 
tion agent or policeman could 
earn hundreds of dollars a 
week merely by looking the 
other way at the right time. 
The truth was that the public, 
generally, was apathetic about 
crime, even though homicides 
in 1926 had -eached the stag- 
gering rate of 12,000 a year. 
Gangland massacres were com- 
monplace. In the Chicago area 
alone during 30 months of 1924- 
26, there were 92 gangland 
murders and 90 per cent of 
them were unsolved. 

In this wave of lawlessness, 
Director J. Edgar Hoover re- 
ceived the shocking report that 
FBI Special Agent Edward B. 
Shanahan had been shot and

fruits. Citrus fruits are coming 
into the height of their season.

When we say “marmalade,” 
we think first of all of the 
orange that was used for this 
purpose soon after this fruit 
was imported to England from 
Spain. Seville oranges, with 
their special tang, are still high- 
ly valued for what we know as 
real English marmalade. One 
of the reasons we often com- 
bine lemons or grapefruit with 
orange when we make marma- 
lade at home .is the piquancy 
they give. 

During the winter we like to 
make use of dried fruit for a 
conserve. This title is often 
given to a combination of fruits 
to which nuts are often added. 
Prunes and apricots are both 
appropriate for conserves. Rai- 
sins are delicious in combina- 
tion with other fruits, but are 
not used as a base.

Cook 10 
minutes. Add raisins, measure 
into large kettle, and add three- 
fourths as much sugar. Stir

One large grapefruit, 
large orange, one large lemon, 
water, sugar, one-eighth tea- 
spoon salt. 

Wash and peel fruit. Cut rind 
into thin strips with scissors. 
Cover rind with one quart wa- 
ter and boil five minutes, Re- 
peat this process three times 
and drain rind. Cut fruit into 
thin slices, remove seeds and 
grapefruit core. Add pulp to 
drained peel, and measure. Add 
twice the quantity of water and 
boil rapidly 40 minutes. Meas- 
ure this mixture and add an 
equal amount of sugar and the 
salt. Stir over high heat until 
sugar is dissolved and cook 
about 25 minutes until’ marma- 
lade is thick and clear, stirring 
frequently to prevent burning. 
Allow mixture to cool slightly, 
stir, and pour into hot ster- 
ilized jars or glasses. Seal im- 
mediately.

NE of the FBI's strangest 
QO cases in this era had nothing 
to do with graft™Sr corrup- 
tion. It involved the capture of 
an army, including the general 
staff, the infantry, armor, artil- 
lery, ammunition and air force! 

It happened in 1926. A warn- 
ing reached the FBI that Maj. 
Gen. Enrique Estrada was re- 
cruiting and training on Amer- 
ican soil a revolutionary army 
to be used for an invasion of 
Mexico. The general had fled 
to California in 1924 after an 
abortive effort to overthrow the 
Obregon government. 

Estrada depended not on the 
great munition makers to sup- 
ply the necessary arms—but on 
a local hardware company. 

The hardware which Gen. 
Estrada ordered included 400 
Springfield rifles and 150,000 
rounds of .30 caliber ammu- 
nition, two Marlin machine 
guns, 5000 rounds of machine 
gun ammunition, 300 pounds 
of dynamite and pipe fittings 
and sheet iron suitable for do- 
it-yourself aerial bombs. Es- 
trada and his staff had on order 
an air force of four Ryan mono- 
planes complete with three 
aviators: an armored task force 
of two 2!2-ton armored trucks, 
and a supply train of five used 
trucks. 

The advance echelon of the 
invasion army rolled out of 
Los Angeles on Aug. 14, com- 
posed of two trucks loaded with 
arms and ammunition, and an 
automobile. Unnoticed in the 
traffic behind them were three 
automobiles carrying FBI agents, 
officers from the Los Angeles 
police force, and agents of the 


Pacific Coast Atto Under- 
writers. 
Next day, Estrada’s main 


army assembled in Los Angeles, 
numbering some 115. Off went 
the convoy toward the Mexican 
border. 

The ammunition train reached 
the rendezvous point on sched- 
ule and waitcd for the arrival 
of the general staff and te 
troops. But the enemy, infil- 
trating and attacking from the 
rear, overran the entire train 
without a shot fired. “In the 
busy hours that followed, of- 
ficers captured the general, his 
ground forces, his armor and 
his air force, picking them off 
piecemeal, as military men Say. 

And so ended a dream of 
revolution.

HE articles written by An- 
T thony Nutting for the New 

York Herald Tribune (and 
being published in the Post- 
Dispatch) should be read as 
widely as possible in the United 
States. He was former British 
Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs and resigned his post 
because he disagreed with the 
Conservative party policy in 
Egypt. 

He is an Intelligent youfig 
man. In fact, he came into 
prominence very young in 
England and is considered a 
brilliant prodigy in govern- 
ment. In his first article, he 
states some facts which no one 
can deny. For instance: 

“We simply cannot afford, in 
face of the growing challenge 
of Communism, the kind of re- 
cyrrent annual earthquake in 
our (Great Britain and the 
United States) relations that 
took place over Indochina in 
1954, over Quemoy in 1955 and. 
worst of all, over Suez in 1956.” 

He goes on to say: 

“Our survival depends on 
whether we can make friends, 
not with Communism, but with 
the millions of the uncommitted 
world. That is the simple life 
and death issue which faces us. 

“How do we approach it? In 
basically different wavs. The 
British approach is still that of 
a colonial power; the American 
that of a former colonial pos- 
session. To the United States, 
the Middle East is a place to 
make money; to the United 
Kingdom, it is the blood stream 
of Britain's life and industry.”

NUTTING is quite right in 
saying that it is the uncom- 
mitted world that we must win. 
And I think he is equally right 
in saying that our different ap- 
proaches, which few of our 
countrymen have taken the time 
to analyze—even in our higher 
diplomatic (¢ircles—is some- 
thing that we must take into 
account. We can get along with- 
out the money which we make 
on oil in the Arab states, but 
Britain simply cannot live 
without the flow of oil into her 
country. 

Nutting makes a statement 
near the end of this article 
which will cause much argu- 
ment in this country but is very 
well worth thinking about. He 
says: 

“Whether it be in the United 
Nations, the Middle East or the 
Far East, whether we be deal-
